Yorba Linda’s share of approxi- 
nity $34,387 will be used to buy 
S@y ie equipment to ‘‘start up’’ the 
city’s public works department, as 
well as for the three new employees. 

The three employees are mainten- 
ance workers who will work in the 
public works division under the 
direction of street superintendent 
Louis Gomez. 

New employees are _ Richard 
Bross, Ralph Murdock and Daniel 
Mulhern, all Yorba Linda residents. 


City Tells 
Progress 


For 1974 


In a recent report of the city’s 
highlights during 1975S, Yorba Linda 
city staff outlined a progress report 
for the city in areas of services, 
development capital improvements, 
fiscal and administration: 


Services 
Building, Planning and Engineering 


Total building permit valuation 
for the 1974 calendar year was 
$19,509,992. The Planning Depart- 
ment completed five General Plan 
Amendments, including State man- 
dated elements, such as the Housing 
Element, Seismic Element, Park 
and Recreation Element and the 
study and review of the Master Plan 
of Trails. The Planning Depart- 
ment also conducted a major sign 
abatement program throughout the 
City. The City took a positive step in 
meeting its present and future needs 
in the areas of Engineering and 
Public Works management with the 
establishment of its own depart- 
ments. Many of the larger 
maintenance activities will _ still 
require the use of contractors, due to 
the limited number of City personnel 
anq the lack of special equipment. 
ns Protection 
\AThe City continued its contractur- 
al arrangement with the City of Brea 
for police services. The City Council 
approved the establishment of a 
citizens’ task force to make an in 
depth study in order to evaluate the 
possibility of continuing to contract 
for police services or establishing a 


City police department. It is 
anticipated this report wil be 
completed during 1975. 
Recreation 


The City continued to expand its 
recreation program. by offering 
additional activities to the citizens of 
Yorba Linda. During 1974 the City 
Council budgeted monies to support

Monday vote puts new 


strength into a faltering airport 
endeavor, first concocted as The 
Chino Hills Airport Authority. This 
organization, dedicated to building 
an international jet airport in the 
rugged Chino Hills was an 
understanding between the cities of 
Anaheim, Chino and Stanton. 
Disagreement on a number of 
issues involved in the multi-million 
dollar enterprise and a_ public 
election of officials in the city of 
Anaheim, in which the airport was a 


prime issue, brought about the 
withdrawal of Anaheim and 
temporary dissolusion of the 
authority. 

The two cities of Chino and 


Stanton and individuais administra- 
ting the Chino Hills Authority, then 
formed the present Inter-County 
Airport Authority, ostensibly dedi- 


cating to locating an 
‘somewhere.’ 

In the Santa Ana City Council 
action Monday. Councilman John 
Garthe moved that the city of Santa 
Ana accept the invitation of the 
Inter-County Airport Authority to 
participate in determining if there is 
an economically and environ- 
mentally feasible site to meet our 
forecast needs for increased air 
transportation services in the 1980's 
and beyond subject to the following 
modifications of the Joint Power 
Agreement:"’ 

1--It_ is specifically understood 
that the city of Santa Ana will not be 
liable for any costs connected with 
the study and... 

2--Santa Ana will be included in 
the rotation of providing a meeting 
place, legal counsel, etc. in the same

manner as the cities of Stanton and 
Chino do presently and_ that 
questions as alternatives to 
complete be negotiated, resolved 
and included in the joint powers 
agreement.

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State Proposes Imperial 


Restriping To City Council 


A Cal-Trans (California State 
Department of Highways) represen- 
tative unfolded state plans to restrip 
Imperial Highway from the city’s 
western limits to Yorba Linda 
Boulevard, to the city council on 
Monday night. Cal-Trans plans won 
tentative approval from a 4-0 
majority of councilmembers, al- 
though the council acted to eliminate 
a block long section from Olinda to 
Main Street, from state plans. The 
exception was ruled in order to give 
the council time to study alternatives 


Mtoxa* state plan that would pose a. . 


problem to the local hardware store 
on Main Street. 

In a presentation to the council, 
Chamber of Commerce president, J. 
Elton Patridge, explained that the 
state plan, if enacted, would make 
negotiation of the small driveway 
into the delivery area of the store 
impossible for trucks. ‘*The owner 
has made the statement that if this is 
enacted, it will close him out," 
Patridge noted. 

The balance of the state plans won 
council approval, however. 

The, basic concept is to provide 


‘Anti-Inflation’ Is City 
Stance On Salaries 


Yorba Linda added their two cents 
to the fight against inflation Monday 
night, with approval of a resolution 
allowing minimal cost-of-living 
raises to city employees. 

“The council has taken the 
position of establishing a fund for 
increases. The amount will be 
distributed by the city administra- 
tor,’’ noted Mayor Dale Chaput. 

Chaput added that the increases, 
on an average, amount to an 
anti-inflationary two and a half per 
cent. 


‘The philosophy of the council is 
to cut spending---it’s hard to roll 
back federal spending but little 
Yorba Linda is going to try. We're a 
city living on an allowance, not an 
income,’" commented council- 
woman Carolyn Ewing. 


The city voted to give a sum of 
$3,000 to city administrator Art 
Simonian for distribution to the 


city’s 19 employees, over a_ six 
month period. 

Simonian devised a system of 
equitably distributing the sums by 
comparing the current city salary 
schedule to the county average. 
Those with a differential of 20 per 
cent or more between the salary they 
are receiving and the county 
average, were allotted a ten per cent 
increase; those with a 10 to 20 per 
cent differential were given a five 
per cent increase; those with a five to 
ten per cent differential were given a 
two and a half per cent boost; and 
those with a five per cent of less 
differential were given nothing. 

The average increase, Simonian 
noted, was 3.46 per cent. 

*‘None of the department heads 
chose to take increases,’’ noted Mrs. 
Ewing,’ the four heads, including 
city administrator, planning direc- 
tor, city engineer and building 
inspector turned down increases."’

two lanes in each direction, a striped 
median and left-turn pockets. A 
white line will be painted on the 
outside lane adjacent to the edge of 
the road and ‘‘No Parking"’ signs 
will be posted. The street lights on 
poles too close to the edge of the 
pavement will be relocated farther 


back. Large green and_ white 
advance street name signs are 
proposed. 


From Rose Drive to Lemon Drive - 
A nontraversible median will be 
provided except in front of B & B 
Chevrolet, the commercial triangle 
between Bastanchury Road and 
Valley View Avenue and the area 
west of Eureka Avenue. Left-turn 
pockets of various lengths will be 
provided at all intersections. The 
stop bars on all the side streets will 
be moved closer to Imperial 
Highway. The _ intersection of 
Bastanchury Road and Imperial will 
remain basically the same except for 
a long right-turn pocket for the west 
bound Imperial traffic. 

A left-turn lane for the east bound 
Imperial traffic at Lemon Drive will 
also provide for left turns into the 
shopping center, The representative 
from the State can discuss the 
possibility of a traversible median 
for a refuge for cars turning left 
coming out of the shopping center. 

From Lemon Drive to Yorba Linda 
Boulevard - A traversible median 
will be provided with left-turn 
pockets at Plumosa Drive, Olinda 
Street, Main Street, and one for 
Arroyo Street and Yorba Linda 
Boulevard, combined for southeast 
bound traffic. The intersections of 
Olinda and Plumosa will act as 
four-way intersections with traffic 
entering and leaving the business on 
the south side of Imperial. A 
right-turn lane for south bound 
Imperial turning right at Yorba 
Linda Boulevard is provided. No 
left-turn lane is provided at Main 
Street because of the exceptionally 
small number of vehicles making the 
turn. 

“ A ‘Right Turn Only’’ lane and 
signing would be placed on Arroyo 
Street entering Imperial. A painted 
island would be placed on Arroyo. 

Parking - Parking on the northeast 
side of Imperial is proposed to be 
eliminated from Yorba _ Linda 
Boulevard to the second drive of the 
shopping center, north of Lemon 
Drive. This is necessitated by the 
addition of the median and left-turn 
lanes. 

Other recommendations from the 
local traffic committee and Chamber 
of Commerce will be incorporated 
into requests made to Cal-Trans 
during the project.

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Bradford Home 
Plans Revealed 


A major effort to save th 
Bradford Family Home and restore 
and make it suitable for public use 
was fortified here this week with 
several plans announced concerning 
the structure. 

The home and grounds surround- 
ing it were originally donated to the 
city of Placentia by members of the 
Bradford family. 

A suggestion also has been made 
that if the home cannot practically be 
maintained in its present location on 
Palm Drive between Bradford 
Avenue and Kraemer Boulevard, 
that it might permanently be 
established on the Key Ranch 
grounds, which along with the Key 
home have been scheduled for 
preservation. The Key Ranch is on 
Bastanchury Road. 

Such a venture, the establishment 
of a Heritage Square would depend 
on a number of things, Cecil 
Rospaw, Placentia, a member of the 
Orange County Historical Commis- 
sion outlined. 

One would be sufficient flat land 
at the Key Ranch, which is rolling 
terrain, for a second home to be 
established. 

Elaborate landscaping plans for 
the area where the Bradford Home 
now stands, have been drawn up in 
duplicate by the city Parks and 
Recreation Department. One would 
present a colorful panorama of trees, 
landscaping, bike paths and rest 
rooms but would not include the 
home.

To actively begin the drive for the 
funds necessary to restore the 
Bradford House, the Placentia 
Founders Society will hold a two-day 
Arts and Crafts Fair and Flea 
Market on the driveway and front 
lawn of the Bradford House on 
Saturday and Sunday, February 8 
and 9 from 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

All profits will go to the society for 
the restoration. 

A Bike-A-Thon past ten local 
historical sites also is planned for 
Saturday, January 25, by the El 
Dorado High School Ecology Club, 
as a benefit for the Bradford Home.

Little League, Senior League 
Set Registration For 1974 


Uniform registration dates for 
Little League Baseball are set for all 
Little Leagues and Senior Leagues in 
California District 56, which 
includes all leagues in Placentia and 
Yorba Linda. The next two 
Saturdays, January 25, and 
February 1, have been designated as 
common registration dates for boys 
living within this area. Most of the 
leagues also sponsor Big League 
Teams and will also accept 16 
through 18 year old registration at 
these sign up periods. 

The purpose of the uniform effort 
is to simplify publicity and to 
minimize confusion on the part of 
the public. These registration dates 
apply for both the regular Little 
League age group (8 through 12 
years) and the Senior Division age 
group (13 through 15 years). Boys 
must be 8 years old prior to August 
1, 1975, for their first registration. 

According to Little League 
Charter Regulations, players must 
register with the league where they 
reside. Where a Little League does 
not sponsor a Senior Division, a 
neighboring league may include 
such a league as a part of its 
chartered boundary for 13 through 
1S year old players. All boys 
registering must be accompanied by 
a parent. for legal signature and 
should present a legal proof of age 
document. The registration times on 
the two Saturdays are from 9:00 a.m.

the senior citizens’ organization for 
the first time. The City completed 
the purchase of the lights at the

field. The City also accepted for 
dedication its first two public tennis 
courts at Fairmont Knolls situated 
on Fairmont Boulevard north of 
Yorba Linda Boulevard. Signs for 
the El Cajon Canal, a riding and 
hiking trail traversing Yorba Linda 
from its easterly city limits to its 
westerly city limits, have been 
approved, as well as _ other 
improvements to the trail. 


Development 


Annexations 

During 1974 the City of Yorba 
Linda added approximately 12 acres 
by annexation. The Presely 
annexation of 1973, situated in the 
southeastern section of the City, is 
continuing to be developed with 
single family homes. 


Major Developments 

Approval of a ‘neighborhood 
shopping center located at Lakeview 
and Yorba Linda Boulevard was 
approved with construction of the 
center to begin early in 1975. Other 
commercial use applications ap- 
proved were a Foreign Automobile 
Repair Shop and a 7-11 convenience 
shopping center on Imperial 
Highway. The Yorba Linda School 
District commenced construction of 
an elementary school at the Ohio 
Street school site. Approval was also 
given for the construction of a 
pre-school nursery and a church. 
The Planning Department reviewed 
and considered parcel and tract 
maps totaling the addition of 94 
single-family lots to the City. 


Capital Improvements 


Storm Drains 

The construction of the J & J Lane 
Storm Drain helped alleviate one of 
the City’s major drainage problems. 
The project was located west of Ohio 
Street between Oriente Drive and 
Dorthea Street. The facility was part 
of the Master Planned Storm Drain 
System of the City and was financed 
out of the Master Plan of Drainage 
Fund. The Engineering Staff has 
made application to the Orange 
County Flood Control District 
requesting the City be included in 
their 1975-76 Construction Program 
for the improvement of a major 
drainage course between Valley 
View and Imperial Highway. The 
total cost of the project has been 
estimated at $670,000 of which only 
$30,000 would be the City’s share 
with the remainder being financed 
by the Orange County Flood Control 
District. 


Street Maintenance 
With the addition of a new 
maintenance crew, the City was able 


to more than just respond to citizen 
complaints, but began a preventa- 
tive maintenance program in the 
areas of traffic signing and control, 
storm drains and street mainten- 
ance, cleaning and grading of street 
shoulders and the El Cajon Canal.

Tax Rate 


The City of Yorba Linda continues 
to be the only city in Orange County 
without a city property tax. 
Finance and Revenue Sharing 

The Finance Department began 
operation ‘‘in-house’’ following the 
cancellation of the contract with a 
consulting firm and the addition of a 
computer accounting system. The 
City has increased its investment 
monies by approximately 57% 
during 1974. Business _ license 
revenues have increased approxi- 
mately 10%, and the City has 
received $96,400 from Park In-Lieu 
fees to be used for the specific 
development of the Parks and 
Recreation program. Revenue 
Sharing Funds in trust have 
accumulated to $134,689. 
Equipment Purchases and Building 
Leases 

The addition of the City's first 
public works crew created the need 
for the purchase of two pick-up 
trucks, a dump truck, scraper/back- 
hoe, paint sprayer and miscellan- 
eous hand tools. The City also 
negotiated a lease for the use of two 
buildings and yard area located on 
Yorba Linda Boulevard west of 
Imperial Highway for the City’s first 
maintenance yard. 


Seven new positions were 
authorized by the City Council in 
conjunction with the establishment 
of the Engineering and Public 
Works Departments. It is anticipa- 
ted that the establishment of these 
departments ‘‘in-house’’ versus 
contract will be an annual cost 
savings of $30,000. The City staff 
has increased to 19 full-time 
employees and 16 part-time 
employees _ including crossing 
guards and part-time recreation 
personnel.
